RAINY SEASON IN WINTER 


Guardsmen Hike to Fair Ground Sun­ 
day Afternoon and Spend Three

Company B. 
hik ed to the 
Ru sh 
cou nty fair grou nds Su nday after­ 
noon where three hou rs were spent 
in hard drill. It is only three week s 
now u ntil the company ex pects the 
mob ilization call and the b oy s are 
determined to get in ev ery b it of drill 
possib le b efore this time. The regu ­ 
lar week ly drill will b e held at the 
city park Wednesday night. At this 
time, E. P. Hawk ins of Uonnersv ille, 
a lieu tenant colonel on the staff of 
Gov ernor Goodrich, will address the 
company . 
Company B. is in need of ten more 
men and an ex amining officer will b e 
here Wednesday to mak e ex amina­ 
tion. This v acancy is cau sed b y the 
fact that sev eral memb ers of the local 
company are at the officers training 
camp and will hav e to b e discharged 
from this company . 
Since it has apparently b een def­ 
initely determined that the Indiana 
National Gu ard will b e sent to Hat­ 
tiesb u rg, Mississippi, memb ers of the 
company hav e b een inqu iring as to 
what sort of a place it is. Th$ word 
they receiv e is not v ery encou raging. 
One man, who has b een there, stated 
today that there were mosqu itoes as 
large as grey sq u MPMfe and that the 
winter months were the rainy season 
fo r thia eectMMs--------- 
While Hattiesb u rg is « aid to be a 
b ig improv ement ov er the b order the 
local company wou ld 
rather hav e 
gone to Anniston, Ala., the first camp 
chosen, b u t as they hav e no “say -so” 
they will hav e to b e content with the 
Mississippi “b u rg.” 
Hattiesb u rg is in the lower part of 
the state, ab ou t six ty miles north of 
the Gu lf of Mex ico. Gu lfport is the 
nearest town on the gu lf. 
The last 
gov ernment censu s gav e the popu la­ 
tion of the place at 
11,000. 
It is 
said to b e a pretty place with many 
pav ed streets. It is in the heart of 
the pine tree district and tu rpentine 
camps and while there won’t b e any 
scorpians, tarantu las, rattlesnak es, 
cactu s or sandstorms, there will b e 
cedar b u gs and mosqu itoes a plenty , 
all mix ed in with a lot of rain.

BIG ENOUGH FOR ESTIMATES 


The cou nty cou ncil 
late, tu is-u i- 
ternoon v oted an appropriation 
of 
$18,000 to place the heading plant 
for the cou rt hou se and jail u nder 
the cou rt hou se. 
The cou ncil was 
u nab le to reach an agreement Sat­ 
u rday and met again today . In ad­ 
dition to this appropriation, 
which 
is the largest in sev eral y ears, 
the 
cou ncil also 
appropriated the su m 
of $200 to the cou nty cou ncil of de­ 
fense to carry on'tb e work of that 
organization in this cou nty . 
The new heating plant <w^U. lik ely 
cost arou nd $15 ,000, b u t the appro­ 
priation was made large enou gh 
to 
cov er all estimates. The cou ncil b e­ 
liev ed that b y mov ing 
the heating 
plant the sav ing in coal alone wou ld* 
pay for the inv estment within a few 
y ears. A. L. Gary , chairman of the 
cou nty defense b oard, appeared b e­ 
fore the cou ncil in b ehalf of the ap­ 
propriation for $200 for carry ing on 
their work .

MAIL CHANGE MADE 
WITHOUT CONFUSION 


New Schedule on Rural Routes, With 
Five Less Carriers, Is Put Into 
Effect Today. 


ALL REPORT BACK ON TIME 


The change in the ru ral rou te sy s­ 
tem was perfected this morning with­ 
ou t any apparent 
trou b le 
or con­ 
fu sion. The ten carriers from the lo­ 
cal 
office all made the 
initial trip 
ov er their new rou tes withou t diffi­ 
cu lty and ev ery one reported b ack in 
Ru shv ille on time. All b u t two of the 
ten rou tes ou t of here are now mo­ 
torized, and the remaining two will b e 
soon. 
Some slight trou b le was ex perienc­ 
ed in the other postoffices of the 
cou nty , b u t it is b eliev ed ev ery thing 
will b e work ing smoothly within two 
or three day s. The greatest difficu l­ 
ty was 
ex perienced on the 
rou tes 
from the other towns of the cou nty . 
Heretofore mu ch of the mail 
now 
carried b y some of the rou tes ou t of 
here formerly went to Glenwood and 
this was slightly confu sing. 
In all there were fiv e rou tes dis­ 
continu ed, two ou t of Ru shv ille, one 
from Glenwood, one from Carthage 
and one from Arlington.

not heed the growing clamor for 
peace withou t annex ations and in­ 
demnities. The resignation of Beth- 
mann-Hollweg indicates 
clearly to 
ex perts here that from now on there 
will b e no compromising.

Prediction Made By a Monk Will Be

TWO ALREADY FOUND TRVE 


Prophecy Made 667 Years Ago Right 
As to Beginning and Time of Rpu- 
mania Entering 


Ro me, July 16 .—The g reat 
war 
will end on August 28, 19 17, if the 
prediction of St. Malaehi, an Irish 
monk, who lived about 1250 A. D., is 
fulfilled. 
Two of St. Malacihi’s predictions 
regarding the war have already been 
fulfilled, it is 
said. 
One was 
the 
date of its start, the other the date 
of Rkmmania’s entry into the war. 
This is St. Malachi’s prophecy , as 
found on an original manuscript: 
“When the first number shall meet 
the ninth and wthen they two shall be 
united with the first and six th(19 16) 
during the six th month of the y ear 
(August according to the old calen­ 
dar,) and after two times four and 
two times ten day s shall have passed 
(August 28,) the new races which 
drew their name from Romulus (Rou- 
mania) shall rise 
and 
shall 
ally 
themselves with powerful nations. * 
“Then the fierce beast who for 
two y ears and one month (ex act date 
of the 'beginning of the war) has 
been filling all the earth with blood, 
with horror, and with carnage, nfrw 
surrounded, smitten from all sidles 
and roaring in vain, will seek him 
whom he may devour, but shall riot 
find him. 
“There shall be new battles while 
new moons shall wax and wane thir­ 
teen times. 
The fifth day after the 
sun leaves the sign of the Lion the 
beast shall die a fearful death. 
A 
virgin whose name contains two 
rot­ 
as, two laphas, a tau and a lambda 
(Italia) shall crush his head and the 
,Latin peoples shall share his spoals.” 
Astronomers point out that on Au­ 
gust 28, 19 16, there was a new moon. 
So on August 17, JfH7, thirteen new 
moons will have sdt. The sun leaves 
the sign of the Lion on August 23. 
The fifth day thereafter brings the 
date of the end of the war, as pre­ 
dicted in the prophecy to August 28, 
19 17.

Ghevalier Monti, director of the 
Civic Museum at Como, Italy has 
the original manuscript. 
Astronomers consider the prophe­ 
cy particularly wonderful because it 
is based on astronomical facts un­ 
known at the time Malaehi lived. 
Italian journals say Malaehi has 
predicted with signs and sy mbols ^he 
name of every pope since his time.

This is St. Malachi's prophecy, as 


found on an original manuscript: 


"When the first number shall meet 


the ninth and when they two shall be 
united with the first and sixth (1916) 
during the sixth mouth of the year 
(August according to the old calen- 
dar,) and-after two times four and 
two times ten days shall have passed 
(August 28,) the new races which 
drew their name from Romulus (Ron- 
mania) shall rise and shall 
ally 


themselves with powerful nations."' 


"Then the fierce beast who for 


two years and one month(exact da-te 
of the 'beginning of the war) has 
been filling- all the earth with' blo'dd, 
with horror, and with carnage, rio*W 
surrounded, smitten from all sitfes 
and roaring in :vain, will seek him 
whom he may- devour, but shall n'ot 
find him.

"There shall be new battles while 


new.moons shall wax and wane'thir- 
teen times. The fifth day after the 
sun leaves.the sign of the 'Lion- the 
beast shall die a fearful death. "A 
virgin whose,name .contains two iot- 
as, two lap'has, a tau and a lambda 
(Italia) shall crush his head and the 
Latin peoples shall share his spoils." 


Astronomers point out that on*Ail- 


gust 28, 1916, there was a new. moon. 
So on August 17, JUJ17, thirteen new 
moons will have seft. The sun leaves 
the sign of the Lion on August 23. 
The fifth day thereafter brings the
